The occupation of theliabitual croak- 
or is almost, IJke Othello's, gone. In 
spite of the gloomiest forebodings, busi- 
ness/intercBts are surely and sceadily 
reviving, ■ The worksbops are nearly all 
bury. In some branciies suitable hands 
are not obtainable, ami the fultihnent 
of orders is somewhat delayed in con- 
sequence. In the wholesale trade there 
is nn active inquiry for goods and ship- 
ments to the Mainland are largo and 
daily increasing. In th? rct-iil trade an 
improved demand for many descrip- 
tions of goods is reported and milliners 
and dres.sniakera,havq^not| been jas ac- 
tively em ployed" for mSny years as now. 
In the clothing and boot and shoo fac- 
tories there is a nianifost iaiprovemeiit, 
and some of the proprietors are prepar- 
ing to enlarge iheir premibcs and in- 
crease their facilitiesfor manufacturing. 
There are no iniportant real - estate 
transactions to record ; hut dealers re- 
port nuQieroua inquiries, . with ■ sales, of 
a few town lots at advanced figures. 
Monty i-j easier and cheaper. Eight per 
cent, per annum is the ruling rate and 
we have heard of money being offered 
^^P^Uii.ejLO'jpti.onabte security as low 
as iie'von pqr cent. The building trade 
is the only one that is not feeliii;< the 
benefit of the improved condition of 
affairs; but it must be remuuiliered 
thrtt the city was largely overbuilt from 
1876 to 1879. The town in thoso throe 
ypar8.Bresy faster than the country and 
the fqr.mer)ia now having a breathing 
spell until the country shall have had 
time to " catch up." The large railway 
expenditure on the Blainland has caus- 
ed the gratifying chnnge jvhich it affords 
us much pleasure to note. It has 
pFaced ready' money in the -• hands 
of the interior producer. It has 
giriStfc-.'.the. . trader tho where- 
withal to wipe old scores from 
the slato, and has infused new life into 
many channels that previously suffered 
from prn<mation. While thi.s expendi- 
ture shall go on times must continue 
to improve all over the province. • For 
the ' next ' few years tho country 
wilFiienefiV^Targely ''from railway con- 
struction. . The present may bo said to 
be provided for. But what about the 
future 1 What shall be done when thfs 
railway has been completed and the 
.flow of Canadian money into the coun 
try shall ' hive .ceased 1 How large a 
proportion of the sums' now being paid 
a,ff^y |liere ',' will remain with ual The 
liigh' protective tariff will continue after 
railway expenditure has come to an end, 
and what is being done by the govern- 
ment to prevent the money Canada is 
laying. out. in^the province returning to 
her in the course o£ time l iiNoth ing— 
ab'soliitely nothing. The railway lands 
on the island anJ' Mainland are shut 
out from settlement, and no eflbrt is 
being made to colonize the tracts that 
lie outside the railway belts. The ma- 
chinery of the land system of the local 
government is so unsuitable that it 
h'fi^ Jbroken down utterly, and the Do- 
fnitiioii' Government is making no effort 
to populate tho province. All its ener- 
gies are directed to peoplin'g the North- 
west. This condition of things should 
not continue, — it cannot continue, with- 
out greatly reducing tho benefits that 
ought to accrue from the construc- 
tion of the railway. The province 
needs population. No member of the 
confederation stands more in need of it 
at the present time than British Co- 
lumbia. She wants her lands occupied 
so that she may feed the railway hands, 
and 8o that wUen the rails have been 
laid to the" seaboard she may send her 
sufpl VIS wheat to swell the granaries of 
Europe. The province does not want 
a line of rails for the mero sake of (gaz- 
ing at them, and there is a higher and 
cgbl.e^ end to . bo subserved than the 
igereljg^^lgni'of the^expenditure of a 
few millions of dollars among this peo- 
ple. "The country requires to boojjened, 
the land surveyed, settled and culti- 
vated. Now when tho pulse of trade 
has begun to throb steadily and strong- 
ly is the lime for action. The world in 
moving and this country ,.^m\istj., move 
with it, or another lorig^sda'^j;'6f'"de- 
preHaion*and" 'financial ^stri'npScy will 
inevitably follow the completion of the 
railway in this [irovince,

Part of tho debt was for 
bottles of liquor supplied. Witness thought 
the law was an improper one and should 
be altered.

Some were shut upi in houses 
and burned to death; others were cap- 
sized from canoes and drowned ; others 
wore frozen to death in the snows of win- 
ter; others fell down stairs and broke 
their necks; in fact every variety of death 
almost was caused by intoxicatiiigliquors.

The recent heated controversy over the 
Yale hospital matter, and tho inconsLsten- 
cy of the public statements respecting the 
true state of affairs there., induced us last 
week to request a gentleman of Yalo to 
wait upon Mr. Onderdonk for tho pur- 
pose of obtaining a narration of facts con- 
nected with tho affair. Our correspond- 
ent reported by yestcrday'.s mail that he 
waited upon ilr. Onderdonk, and having 
stated his business that gentleman ex- 
pressed himself as prepared to supply tho 
fullest information. The following con- 
versation then took place : — 

Reporter of Colonist — Have you road 
the statements in some of the papers, re- 
lating to the accident hospital at Yalel 

Mr. O. — I have. 

Reporter — Inferences are to bo drawn 
from those statements that the contractors 
are making money out of the hospital. Is 
it truo that such is tho caso ') 

Mr. 0. — No, far from it. 

Reporter — The N. W, Herald Cguro.i 
up tho income to 81500 por month. 

Mr. 0.— How do they figure it? 

Reporter— They say there are 3000 em- 
ployes paying at least 50 cents a month 
each. 

Mr. 0. --.\3 to number just knock that 
in two. Tho largest number ever em- 
ployed in one month has been 2800 and 
one-half of that number aro Chinamen 
who neither pay hospital duos nor ask for 
its benefits.' 

Reporter— Then that reduces the larg- 
est amount of any monthly income yet re- 
ceived to $760, on the basis of the Heiald's 
calculation. 

Mr. 0.— No, tho basis is not yet right, 
because a very largo proportion of men 
employed by the company pay no dues at 
all. All those doing "piece work" freight- 
ing, etc., pay no dues. Besides, there 
are several other causes which reduce tho 
income ; but as the hospital is a /;rirate 
ono its ljusiuess details can bo of no public 
interest to others than thoso who contri- 
bute to its support. I do not see v.'hat 
class of peoole a public hospital is intend- 
ed for unless it be for such sick as aro to 
bo found at Yale. If the local govorn- 
mont have no pride in tlio_ matter it cer- 
tainly is no business of th'ia company's to 
provide for the sick any tnoTO than it is 
the business of any other jsrivate company 
of business men in the province to do so. 
Our obligation on the premises would bu 
dischaigadby subscribmg towards & public 
hospital and our willingness to bear a just 
proportion and our share of the expense 
of establishing such an institution has 
been oflicially expressed long ore this to 
the local government; but as wo have 
iiHviir icCcivou an." aoknowledycment "f 
our communication on the subject we pre- 
sume that the loca! government are indif- 
ferent to it. '" 

Reporter — It is stated in some of tho 
papers that your medical officer, Dr. Han- 
ington, is unpopular with the men and 
neglects thoso who should havo his atten- 
dance. Is it truo that such is tho case? 

Mr. 0. — I do not believe it. If it wcro 
true Gomplaintl would come to mo from 
tho men interested, viz. , thoso who pay 
their dues. I have yet to record tho first 
complaint made to mo by any of the men. 
From my pr i-bOivd knowledge of that gen- 
tleman I can vouch for his untiring efforts, 
skill and ability. Uis strict attention to 
his duties is evinced in many ways that 
come to my notico, and he has never bacn 
off duty since ho first camo for a single 
day with tho exception of once when he 
went to New Westminster one day and 
returned tho next. T do not beliovo it 
would bo possible for tho company to se- 
cure tho services of a more efficient officer 
than Dr. Hanington.
